He declared 
that Moses and John the Baptist were 
Democrats; Moses, because he said 
“Thou shalt not steal,’’ the Baptist, be- 
cause he cried in the wilderness “ Repent 
ye!’’ This claim was absurdly far- 
fetched. Compare Moses and John with 
William J. Conners and Charles Murphy 
and see if you can find any identity of 
pattern. Yet William and Charles are 
standard Democrats in these parts. 

Mr. Thomas also asserted that Phar- 
aoh and Pontius Pilate were Republi- 
cans. Mr. Thomas has almost too much 
imagination to be a safe campaigner.

There are ques- 
tions about living men that are vastly 
more worthy of discussion, as whether 
Roosevelt is a Republican, whether Bryan 
is a Democrat, and if so what are La 
Follette, Foraker, Aldrich and Ryan. 

The old parties need to be re-sorted 
on new lines. “ Republican’’ at this 
writing means nothing but the party in 
power; “ Democrat’’ nothing but the 
party out of power. Those names must 
stand for something: for ideas percep- 
ibly different one from the other.

Mr. Bryan has probably got enough 
now of running for office, and we 
shall see what the next four years can 
do for the leaderless party which he has 
dominated so long. 

Here in New York it is utterly and 
disgustingly demoralized, and cannot 
amount to anything until it puts for- 
ward an entirely different assortment 
of managers. Hughes’ victory ought to 
do both parties in New York a lot of 
good. In his own party he has dis- 
comfited a small-minded 
maintaining a degree of personal inde- 
pendence, and showing a capacity for 
transacting his own business, which 
are unmatched at present in the whole 
Republican party. Foraker in a like

The reason was disclosed in 
the Sun of November 8. The disclosure was in the form of 
an advertisement of the theatres and shows- controlled by 
Messrs. Klaw and Erlanger. The advertisement was a double 
column one measuring 10% inches in length and therefore 
occupying 302 agate lines of space. The advertisement itself 
stated that its cost per line was fifty cents, a total of $151. 

For some time the Klaw and Erlanger advertisements have 
been conspicuously absent from the Sun. Their disappear- 
ance was contemporary with the employment of Mr. Eaton.

(a show in which Messrs. Klaw & Erlanger were interested) 
and his candid criticism of the performance of Miss Margaret 
Illington (Mrs. Daniel Frohman) in “ The.Thief,’’ did not 
exactly conciliate the theatrical advertisers.

And if a 
firm of showmen can buy or intimidate Mr. Laffan’s Sun, 
there is no reason why it should not in the Same way intimidate 
or buy Mr. Ochs’s Times, Mr. Bennett’s Herald, Mr. Reid’s 
Tribune, Mr. Pulitzer’s World, or any other newspaper. In 
fact it is a matter of common talk that Messrs. Klaw and 
Erlanger have used their advertising patronage and their free 
tickets as weapons in cther cases similar to that of the Sun, 
and with similar success. 

All this is'a disgrace and a shame to the men who own the 
New York dailies. By the very simplest concerted action 
these men could put Messrs. Klaw and Erlanger and persons of 
their stripe in exactly the place they belong. Their business 
is absolutely dependent on newspaper publicity. If they were 
shown that a threat to one newspaper meant a threat to all, 
an end would be put to this kind of bribery and coercion for 
all time. As it is, the appearance of these advertisements is 
a printed confession of journalistic prostitution, the price of 
which in the case of the Sun seems to be $151 a week.
